Don’t Blame Me. 
Blame Hitler 

Once-proud white-supremacist gangster offers 

unusual conviction appeal 


A fter an April 22, 2008, beach trip, 
Keith Bird and Jason Alexander 
Mahoney drank beer and partied 
with a group of friends at Fitzgerald’s 
Pub in Huntington Beach. According to 
surveillance video, 
they also secretly 
removed $442 
worth of chicken 
wings, carne asada 
and beer from the 
bar. But Bird 
and Mahoney 
weren’t typi¬ 
cal, common 
thieves. They 
both had 
direct ties to 
Public Enemy 

Number One (PEN1) Death Squad, 
the murderous, methamphetamine- 
drenched, white-supremacist 
criminal street gang based in Orange 
County. 

For Bird, the punishment from a 
2010 plea deal amounted to three 
years in prison. He’s already out of 
custody. However, for Mahoney, 
who’d collected two prior felony 
strikes, the consequences stemming 
from the nonviolent theft proved 
severe: 35 years to life. 

Now locked inside Corcoran State 
Prison, he is asking federal judges 
to overturn his convictions, calling 
them a travesty of justice. His writ¬ 
ings show decent knowledge of legal 
concepts and an intense passion 
about his plight. One of his com¬ 
plaints is that Lance Jensen, his superior 
court judge, and Edward Eisler, his public 
defender, allowed Senior Deputy District 
Attorney Jim Mendelson to win the case 
by shifting the second-degree commer¬ 
cial-burglary case into a trial about PEN1 
and its pro-Adolf Hitler ideology. 

Mendelson—a no-nonsense former 
Marine, veteran prosecutor and arguably 
the living embodiment of Clint Eastwood’s 
gruff character in the Dirty Harry flicks— 
showed jurors photographs of Mahoney 
making a PEN1 hand sign, proudly 
embracing the theories of Mein Kampf and 
giving a Heil Hitler salute. He introduced 
evidence the defendant used the moniker 
“Knuckles” because of his fondness for 
brass knuckles. The prosecutor also dis¬ 
played pictures of the defendant’s tattoos, 
a living billboard of offensive imagery. The 
initials “PDS” (PEN1 Death Squad) adorn 
Mahoney’s stomach; a swastika interlaced 
with “PEN1” graces his left, upper chest; 
a demonic infant with a “P” in its eye 


decorates his right calf; and from his right 
shoulder to his right wrist, there’s another 
swastika and PEN1 tattoo. Simply put, his 
right and left arms are black-inked temples 
to Hitler and Nazi lore. 

But what do racist antics and tattoos 
have to do with the burglary? 

“Since there were no elements of racial 
hatred involved in the charged crimes, 
[Mahoney’s] belief system was irrelevant 
to any other issue at trial, including 


motive or intent,” the inmate’s July 15 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus states. 
“In short, evidence of racist ideology did 
little to illuminate the nature of peti¬ 
tioner’s gang affiliation and served only to 
depict him as a bad person in the face of 
the jury.” 

The petition goes on to further allege 
that inflaming jurors with pro-Hitler 
images “evinces a substantial likelihood 
of distracting a jury from a dispassion¬ 
ate evaluation of [the defendant’s] guilt” 
and robbing him of his right to impartial 
jurors. 

When it was clear at trial that Mendel¬ 
son, who had already introduced more 
than 30 incendiary photographs, planned 
to use at least 15 more, Eisler objected 
outside the presence of the jury. “With all 
due respect, there has to be a limit to this, 
and [the DA] has crossed it a long time 
ago,” the public defender asserted. Men¬ 
delson fought to continue admitting pho¬ 
tos into evidence, and Eisler fired back, 


“Your honor, these photos are as bad as 
could be. I think, at this point, we’re beat¬ 
ing a dead horse.” Jensen concurred, call¬ 
ing the DA’s tactic “overkill.” 

Mahoney, who, unlike Bird, was found 
near a backpack with a loaded .357 
Magnum at the time of his arrest, is also 
arguing in his petition that those items 
belonged to someone else. When the 
defense summoned Bird to the witness 
stand to ask him who owned the weapon, 
Mendelson effectively blocked the tes¬ 
timony by telling him he would be pros¬ 
ecuted if he admitted the gun belonged 
to him. Bird then invoked his 5th Amend¬ 
ment privilege. 

Eisler asked Bird a final set of ques¬ 
tions, though. “Did anybody in law 
enforcement threaten you not to testify?” 
he asked. 

‘Yes, sir,” replied Bird, who declined 
to answer more inquiries. The prosecu¬ 
tor made it clear on the record that the 
thought of a law-enforcement officer mak-

ing an unethical threat was ridiculous. 

The appeal raises another question: 

If a hoodlum quits his gang, when will 
government officials stop tying him to his 
past affiliation? For Mahoney, the appar¬ 
ent answer is never. He claims that at the 
time of the burglary, he had quit PEN1 
six years earlier and relinquished the 
racist ideology following a prison stint 
and the birth of his son. He moved from 
Riverside to Tracy, a town near Stockton. 
He says he wanted to remove his tat¬ 
toos, but he could not afford the services. 
During more than half a decade, law- 
enforcement agencies in his hometown 
accumulated no gang-related charges 


against him. 

According to Mahoney, his lawyer ren¬ 
dered “ineffective counsel” by allowing 
Mendelson to inaccurately paint him as 
an active gangster. “[Eisler] did not inves¬ 
tigate or put one witness on the stand in 
petitioner’s defense to prove he retired 
from PEN1 in 2002 other than petitioner, 
not one,” the appeal states. “The facts 
reflect that the prosecution’s case was 
so heavily weighted with alleged gang 
evidence against petitioner that when the 
defense provided none, in all effects, this 
sunk his ship. [Mendelson’s] case was a 
simple approach. After connecting peti¬ 
tioner to the burglary, the prosecutor put 
the PEN1 gang on trial.” 

To place the gang-membership label 
on Mahoney for jurors, Mendelson used 
Mike Riley, a law-enforcement gang 
expert. The DA asked him a loaded, 
circular-logic, hypothetical question: If 
an active PEN1 member burglarized a 
bar, would that prove the burglar was an 
active gangster committing the 
crime for the benefit of a gang? 
Eisler objected. Jensen overruled 
him, and Riley stated the obvious. 

When it was Eisler’s turn to 
cross-examine Riley, he asked if 
it were possible for individuals 
tied to a gang—one an associate, 
the other a former member—to 
have stolen booze and food one 
night not for the benefit of a gang. 
The detective seemed befuddled 
and testified, “I have a feeling 
that this scenario is pretty much 
impossible to put together.” 

But Mendelson wasn’t without 
his own powerful evidence. He 
chronicled numerous times the 
defendant visited the homes of 
a PEN1 “shot caller” and active 
members long after he claims he 
quit the gang. On other occasions, 
undercover cops saw the defen¬ 
dant in vehicles with active mem¬ 
bers. The DA, who was honored 
in 2012 by the Anti-Defamation 
League (ADL) for combating 
white-supremacist criminals, also 
said jail deputies recovered from a PEN1 
inmate a 2008 roster of active gang mem¬ 
bers that included Mahoney. 

The defendant dismisses Mendel¬ 
son’s evidence. 

“[The record] reflects no gang activ¬ 
ity whatsoever on petitioner’s part [after 
2002], only visiting with people in society 
who may have been active gang mem¬ 
bers,” the appeal states. ’’There was noth¬ 
ing criminal here.... In sum, the totality 
of the circumstances in this case cries out 
for justice.” 

In late July, Mahoney’s appeal landed 
in the Los Angeles courtroom of U.S. 
District Court Judge George H. Wu, a 
former prosecutor and state court judge 
appointed to the federal bench in 2007 
by President George W. Bush. In com¬ 
ing months, the state Attorney General’s 
office will critique the appeal, and a mag¬ 
istrate judge will make recommendations 
for Wu’s consideration.

It might seem strange to have 
non-Mexis shout, "jViva la raza!" in this egali¬ 
tarian society, but Mexicans don't find it racist 
or exclusionary because it isn't—after all, we 
all have enough female cousins who have mar¬ 
ried gabachos and bedded enough gabachitas 
to make us like y'all enough.

TRADITIONAL TAXI INDUSTRY

“GET BACK IN THE 
FUCKING CAR!” 

the Yellow Cab driver screamed. 

“NO WAY! YOU WERE 
GOING THE LONG WAY,” 

one of the four of us responded. 

Our meter for the ride home was $10 more than 
what it cost to get to our destination—and we 
weren’t even home yet. It was around 2 a.m. 


"I was not! Give me my fucking 
money!” he said, screaming in the middle 
of the street. 

We told him he didn’t deserve it 
because he was cheating us. We had 
brought this up in the car; after he haugh¬ 
tily disagreed, we decided to ditch the 
ride at a red light and just walk home. 

He continued to scream at us, frantic and 
shrill; we argued back until a resident of 
some nearby apartments screamed out the 
window to shut up. Eventually, we threw a 
wad of cash at him and walked home. 

I admit it—we probably could’ve 
handled the situation better. But between 
the taxi driver’s sour attitude through¬ 
out the night and his blatant attempt to 
overcharge us, we had to stand up for 
ourselves. I’ve rarely bothered with a 
traditional taxi since—and I’m not the 
only one. 

Over the past couple of years, alterna¬ 
tive taxi services have exploded in the 


form of small networks of independent 
drivers and providers who’ll drive you 
home in your own car. Then there are 
apps such as Uber, SideCar and Lyft. 
They don’t own any vehicles or directly 
employ any drivers, instead working as 
electronic middlemen to connect pas¬ 
sengers and drivers of luxury sedans, but 
absolving themselves of any responsibil¬ 
ity should you get hurt or have any prob¬ 
lems whatsoever with the driver or ride. 
Despite such murkiness, these services 
have become so popular and taken away 
so much business from traditional taxi 
services they have caused controversy in 
major markets including New York, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. (Uber is the 
only one of the three to service Orange 
County, though SideCar says it plans to 
expand here soon.) LA bureaucrats even 
sent cease-and-desist letters to Uber and 
other such apps in June, essentially tell¬ 
ing them to knock it off.

“It’s basically the electronic equiva¬ 
lent of hitchhiking/’ says William 
Rouse, president of the Taxicab, Limou¬ 
sine & Paratransit Association (TLPA) 
and general manager of Los Angeles 
Yellow Cab. “People stopped hitch¬ 
hiking a long time ago because of the 
known dangers.” 

Rouse admits 
ride-sharing and 
ride-dispatching 
apps have unques¬ 
tionably affected 
the traditional taxi 
industry. He says 
these “bandit cabs” 
are undercutting the 
entire business struc¬ 
ture because their 
services are not regu¬ 
lated by the Orange 
County Taxi Admin¬ 
istration (OCTAP) or 
the California Public 
Utilities Commis¬ 
sion (CPUC, which 
sets the standards for 
the state’s licensed 
cab companies), and 
don’t ensure their 
drivers are either. 

They’re less taxi 
companies and more 
a Craigslist of rides. 

On the other hand, 

OCTAP-approved 
taxi companies have 
to abide by a myriad 
of regulations, 
including criminal background checks 
and drug tests for drivers; vehicle inspec¬ 
tions including cleanliness and proper 
functioning of the car and meter; and set 
fare prices—all features that prove his 
industry’s superiority, Rouse says. 

“I’m not aware of a single regulator 
in the entire country that has endorsed 
the business model of these apps,” Rouse 
says. “To us in the industry, it’s patently 
unwise to have these operating on the 
streets.... There are decades and decades 
of regulations put there for a purpose. We 
shouldn’t have to learn those lessons all 
over again.” 

Has the meter run out for traditional 


taxis? It’s too early to tell, but it’s too late 
to stop the rebel-cab revolution. 

I f you ask Ace (“Just Ace,” he says. No 
last names, no first names, just Ace) of 
Fat Taxi, an independent black car and 
limousine service in Huntington Beach 
that’s one of the local pioneers of the 

anti-taxi movement, the 
so-called bandit cabs are 
a long time coming. 

“Taxi companies are in 
fear of services like Uber, 
and it’s their own damn 
fault,” he says. “[The taxi 
companies] changed the 
industry by letting [inde¬ 
pendent contractors] 
come in and wreak havoc. 
They overcharge, take 
the long way, try to pick 
up on the women. When 
I started, if a driver did 
that, they’d be fired.” 

The difference 
between Fat Taxi and 
a traditional cab is in 
the details. It’s cheaper 
than any regular cab, 
determining its cost by 
mileage, not a meter. 

The fleet mostly consists 
of black Town Cars, with 
one limousine. It’s a 
much smaller operation, 
with about five regular 
drivers, so it services 
mainly Huntington 
Beach and surrounding 
cities. The company doesn’t have an 
app (hell, some of the guys still use flip 
phones), but it is a fully insured and 
licensed car service whose drivers have 
to pass drug and alcohol tests, have a 
DMV-provided driving-record check, 
and have to adhere to similar regula¬ 
tions as those of the legit taxis licensed 
by OCTAP, with others (such as Fat 
Taxi) by CPUC. 

Ace, both a dispatcher and a driver, is a 
grandfatherly type, with a gray beard and 
a traditional cabbie cap. He’s a storyteller 
who speaks with a deliberate diction and 
a collection of quips and jokes, includ-

ing “Why do you make the ugly one sit 
up front?” to which he follows with, “Ah, 
that one’s older than you are, kid.” 

He let me ride along with him on a 
Friday night. We chatted about his 40 
years of experience as a driver on both 
sides of the debate. That shows. He 
didn’t have to ask for an address the 
whole time during his shift, instead 
remembering where customers live and 
the location of just about every damn bar 
in Huntington Beach. He takes each of 
the incoming calls and dispatches to the 
other drivers on duty with skill. A caller 
to Ace will be greeted with “Y’ello,” or 
“Yes, sir.” He ends with “10-4.” 

Ace began driving in 1973 with a tradi¬ 
tional taxi company when he was 21. “I 
started because I was young and dumb,” 
he says. His grandma took taxis, and the 
owner happened to drive her. “Who’s that 
long-haired kid who walked you out?” the 
man asked one day. “Oh, that’s my grand¬ 
son,” she replied, mentioning he was 
looking for a job. He said, “Tell him to cut 
his hair, and we’ll give him a job.” 

“’Course, I didn’t cut my hair,” Ace 
says. “I got a short-haired wig. For a while 
there, people thought I was brothers 
because I had long hair and my short- 
haired wig.” 

Despite this act of youthful rebellion, 
Ace says, the cab company trained him 
and his fellow drivers on honesty, integ¬ 
rity and service. But the game changed in 
the early 1980s, he recalls, with a new set 
of taxi regulations and the use of inde¬ 
pendent contractors. 


“Cab companies found it was cheaper 
for them to have independent contrac¬ 
tors,” Ace says. “It used to be drivers were 
employees. When you were an employee, 
they told you where to go, and it was ‘Yes, 
sir.’ Now they do as they please.” 

Since the majority of drivers were no 
longer paid hourly, but rather after they 
recoup however much it cost them to 
lease the taxi from the company for a 
specific amount of time, the temptation 
rose for drivers to take longer routes 
to drive up the meter. Service slowed; 
instead of being dispatched in a rotation, 
many drivers can pick and choose which 
fares they want to pick up. If it’s only 
going to be a $10 ride, some cabbies say, 
many independent contractors will pass 
on picking you up altogether because it’s 
not worth the trouble. 

Ace himself had to become an indepen¬ 
dent contractor because of the industry’s 
change, so he started trying out different 
parts of the county—including Santa Ana 
and Newport Beach, which he didn’t like 
at all (“The streets are narrow and the 
people are rude and obnoxious”)—before 
settling in Huntington Beach. 

“Among the drivers, they say, ‘Ace 
went to Huntington Beach, picked up a 
beautiful blonde in a bikini smelling of 
coconut oil and never came back,”’ he 
says with a chuckle. 

He eventually joined forces with 
another local driver, Tiny, who drove 
a 1996 Lincoln limousine. He had been 
thinking about striking out on his own, 
and when 2007 rolled around, his car

was no longer legal because Orange 
County taxi regulations only allow driv¬ 
ers to use cars that are 10 years old or 
newer. Instead, Tiny got his Transporta¬ 
tion Charter Party (TCP) license, which 
allows him to carry customers legally, 
and hit the road as a free man. Tiny and 
Ace became categorized as Charter Party 
Carriers, or a personal car service—not 
regulated by OCTAP, although they still 
adhere to the CPUC’s safety standards. 

“I was tired of all the bull,” Tiny says 
in Fat Taxi’s common meeting ground, a 
parking lot off Goldenwest Avenue, as we 
wait for the next call to come. Tiny is a 
tongue-in-cheek nickname for him, as he 
is a Bunyan of a man with a magnificent 
white beard and a penchant for B-movies, 
which he likes to watch on his down¬ 
time. “Then Ace joined me, and it was all 
downhill from there,” he continues in his 
typical self-deprecating way. 

Fat Taxi has since become a fixture in 
Huntington Beach’s nightlife scene. “I 
love the ones who get in the car and say, 
‘Oh, my God, I finally get to ride with 
you! I’ve heard so much about you,”’ Tiny 
says. “Or the people who run up to you 
at a red light saying, ‘Oh! I owe you $10 
from last time.’” 

During the ride-along, customers laud 
Ace, one even going so far as to say he’s a 
local celebrity. “Let me be the 1 millionth 
guy to say we all think the world of him,” 
says regular rider Greg Garlich. 

When we pick up Fat Taxi regular Deb¬ 
bie “Cool” Kuhl, I move to the back seat 
because the front seat is her seat. She 
recalls the time when Ace dropped her 
off at Main Street in Huntington Beach. 
She called him back about an hour later 
and asked him to pick her up as soon as 
possible. Kuhl stumbled from the bar and 
threw up in a bush. Someone had spiked 
her drink. 

By the time Ace got her home, Kuhl 
was nearly incapacitated, so he walked 
her upstairs to her apartment, told her 
to go to bed and went back to work. Kuhl 
expressed her gratitude to me, saying she 
felt other male drivers may have used her 
state to their advantage, but Ace was a 
perfect gentleman. 

(Mentally, I compare this scenario 
with the time a traditional cab driver 
dropped off my twenty some thing female 
roommate, my man and I after a night 
in downtown Fullerton. As the gal and I 
went upstairs, the cabbie told my guy as 
he was paying, “Hey, if you need any help, 


let me know,” adding a creeper’s wink.) 

Ace almost wasn’t there to save Kuhl. 
On Oct. 16, 2010, at about 1:06 a.m., a 
drunk driver hit him at the intersection 
of Warner Avenue and Bolsa Chica. The 
accident left him with a cracked skull, 
concussion, six broken ribs and a broken 
shoulder blade. Thankfully, there were 
no customers in the car. A nearby wit¬ 
ness immediately dialed 911. 

“My lawyer told me [the drunk driver] 
was found with a quantity of illegal 
drugs, though I never found out which, 
and he had just been released a few 
months earlier for drugs, so this was 
strike two,” Ace recalls. “He got three 
years on a plea bargain.” 

Ace was left bedridden and unable to 
work. When local bars such as Fitzger¬ 
ald’s, Redz and Johnny’s Saloon heard 
about his situation, they rushed to his 
aid, raising $11,500 collectively through 
benefit nights. (“It still tears me up,” he 
says.) It wasn’t the first time H.B.’s bars 
had rallied around Ace. Shooters Sports 
Bar held an “Ace Appreciation Night” 
on New Year’s Eve, 1997, tricking the 
homebody into attending his own cel¬ 
ebration by getting a lady bartender to 
go on a date with him. 

Disabled and depressed, Ace decided 
it was time to retire and move in with 
his mother in North Dakota at the end of 
April 2011. But Huntington Beach never 
strayed too far from his mind. He went 
for a nighttime walk one night, after 
about four months in the Midwest, and 
then it clicked: He had to come back. He 
was homesick. He missed driving. Spe¬ 
cifically, he missed driving his regulars in 
Huntington Beach. 

“You guys are like my kids,” he tells me. 

So he returned to Huntington to be 
with his “kids” and hit the streets again 
on Sept. 9, 2011. He still has to bandage 
his ribs, though only on busy nights now. 
“It’s getting better. Used to be I was 
wrapped up from the bottom of my ribs 
to armpits just to hold myself together,” 
he recalls. 

Today, he has more of a Charlton Hes¬ 
ton attitude about retiring. “The day I 
retire is the day they pry my cold, dead 
hands off the steering wheel.” 

J oel Zlotnik, spokesman for Orange 
County Transportation Agencies 
(OCTA), says he doesn’t have an 
opinion on ride-sharing apps or Town 
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Car services, mostly because the agency 
only permits taxis and taxi companies. 

“I don’t know that we’ve seen any effect 
[on the taxi industry]” from alternatives 
to taxis, he says. 

Asked what OCTAP-permitted taxis 
offer that apps or Town Car services 
don’t, he wasn’t exactly sure. “I don’t 
know specifically what you’re asking.” 

What’s the difference between the 
two services? "I’m not familiar how 
those companies operate or what safety 
standards they adhere to,” he says. 

According to Zlotnik, complaints 
about traditional taxis are rare. "I haven’t 


heard of any complaints, but as a regulat¬ 
ing agency, we’d be somewhere [people] 
could go to for that,” he says. After 
checking the OCTAP website, he clari¬ 
fied that customers should address issues 
with the cab company first, and should 
that go unresolved, they can fill out a 
form at www.octap.net. 

Nevertheless, the proliferation of 
alternatives to taxis continues. If Fat 
Taxi represents the elder statesmen of 
the anti-taxi movement, then RedCar is 
the opposite: tech-sawy, app-accessi- 
ble—and featuring hot-chick drivers. 

"Our main drivers are girls; we are 


young and not old and creepy,” says Mar- 
lena Chiarella, president and a driver 
of RedCar. "A lot of women get in cabs 
and don’t feel comfortable. As a driver, 

I get women who tell me they feel a lot 
more comfortable and a lot safer when a 
woman is driving.” And hey, guy custom¬ 
ers aren’t complaining either. 

RedCar is a relatively new luxury- 
car service. All drivers are employed 
by the company and must undergo 
background checks, drug tests and an 
ongoing review of their driving record 
through the DMV. This eases concerns 
riders have with apps such as Uber, 
which takes no measures to ensure 
whether its drivers are unlicensed, 
unregulated, criminals or high. Though 
RedCar plans to launch an app in the 


fall, it assures customers it isn’t associ¬ 
ated with Uber or other ride-sharing 
apps to distance itself from the contro¬ 
versies and risks. 

Husband-and-wife Gio and Marlena 
Chiarella were deciding what they 
wanted for their next venture after Gio 
sold his ambulance-driving business. 

They mentioned the idea of RedCar to 
Johnny Kresimir, owner of Johnny’s 
Saloon in Huntington Beach. 

"Gio and Marlena had an idea for an 
app different than the others that are 
out there,” Kresimir recalls. "So we took 
another shot and said, ‘Let’s do this!”’ 

Being in the bar business, Kresimir 
says, it has always been his top priority to 
get people home safely. He has referred 
customers to Fat Taxi for many years—so 
many that Ace says, "If I had a son, it 
would be Johnny.” 

In April, RedCar launched its Safe 
Rides service, which drives customers 
home in their own cars. It’s a popular 
alternative to taxis due to price and con¬ 
venience. "I see the No. 1 reason why 
people drink and drive is because they 
don’t want to leave their car at the bar 
and get towed,” Kresimir says. "And then 
they have to take another cab to their 
car in the morning. We’re giving them 
attractive alternatives.” 

Safe Rides is currently on hiatus while 
the company focuses on building the 
Town Car service and launching the 
app. Gio, consultant for RedCar, explains 
the app will find a customer’s location 
and call the nearest car with the press of 
a button. Users will see where the driver 
is in real time on a map and be able to 
communicate with the driver via text on 
the app. 

"Me being a cab user, I’ve been stuck 
in the cold in front of Harbor House, 
wondering where my cab is,” Kresimir 
says. "And then when you call, the dis¬ 
patcher’s rude. To be able to see where 
the cab is in real time is awesome.” 

Users can create profiles and even a 
music playlist the driver can play during 
the ride. Customers can rate the driver 
on the app after being dropped off. It’ll 
also have reviewable profiles for local 
bars and restaurants that people may 
want to get a ride to. 

“It’s first-hand, user-driven recom¬ 
mendations for Orange County,” Gio says. 
"It’s meant not only to service clients, 
but also as a resource for small, local 
businesses—and it’s good to partner with 
them because we’re all intertwined.” 

Ultimately, RedCar wants to go against 
the grain of the traditional taxi industry, 
Gio says. "Having a good-looking, ener¬ 
getic staff is the business model we want 
to have.” 

Kresimir says RedCar’s priority is 
overwhelming, over-the-top customer 
service. "Our goal is to reinvent the busi¬ 
ness,” he says. "We need to change how 
things are being done.” 

Funny thing is, Ace at Fat Taxi says 
it’s the fact the service hasn’t changed 
in 40 years that has kept people com¬ 
ing back. 

"We’re just operating how we were 
taught 40 years ago,” Ace says. “If the 
industry hadn’t changed and every¬ 
one still worked like that, Tiny and I 
wouldn’t stand out at all.”

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The Missing Link 

Diego’s Downtown tries to straddle the culinary worlds of Santa Ana and SanTana

D iego’s Downtown seemed to have 
materialized from nowhere. Apart 
from the location at the former 
Cafe Azteca across from the Yost The¬ 
ater, the menu of alta cocina-style dishes 
and an anemic paragraph describing its 
owner/chef Richard Espinachio as a per¬ 
son who’s had “20 years’ experience in 
art and cuisine,” the restaurant’s website 
gave nothing up and pro¬ 
vided no conclusive proof 
that the place wasn’t actu¬ 
ally just beamed down by 
a passing spaceship. 

So when a man who 
introduced himself as the 
pastry chef came around to 
see how we’d enjoyed our 
dinner, I took the oppor¬ 
tunity to interrogate him: 

“Where did you guys come 
from before this?” “What 
other restaurants has the 
chef worked for?” The 
pastry chef revealed that 
he studied culinary arts 
at Orange Coast College 
with Mr. Espinachio. They 
were both recent grads. In 
fact, he told me a majority 
of the kitchen staff came 
from OCC. Mr. Espinachio, 
it turns out, was an art-gal¬ 
lery owner who decided to 
go to cooking school, grad¬ 
uated, and then hired some 
of his classmates when he 
opened this restaurant. 

After we exchanged more 
pleasantries and I compli¬ 
mented him on the won¬ 
derful empanadas we had, 

I thanked him for his time. 

The restaurant had filled 
up to half by then, and 
the exceedingly horrible 
acoustics of the room made 
it hard for me to hear any¬ 
thing else he had to say. 

Those were indeed 
lovely empanadas. I’m 
still thinking about how 
delicate the golden half¬ 
moons were a week later. They came 
four to an order, each one barely enough 
for two bites, with a soft, crumbly crust 
that eased you into the warm contours of 
either a queso fresco or a spicy chorizo 
filling. We would’ve declared them the 
best dish of the night had we not also 
ordered the Plato Bueno, an adaptation 
of Swiss raclette that saw farmer’s cheese 
baked until it melted into a puddle, then 
drizzled with honey and dusted with 
crushed pistachios. We scooped it up 
and ate the cheese blubber on top of tiny 
rounds of toast, all of us declaring this 
appetizer trumped all others. The fried 


calamari were just fried calamari: the 
usual squid rings, their crispy coating 
already shedding, the dish narrowly saved 
from Applebee’s mediocrity by the add-on 
of batter-fried jalapenos and an aioli de 
ajo dipping sauce we found worked just 
as well with the empanadas. On a shrimp 
appetizer, a thick coat of a dark, complex 
paste made from mulato chiles and honey 


managed to mask an overcooked chewi¬ 
ness. And if it weren’t for the “Oaxacan” 
dipping sauce that I suspected was actu¬ 
ally mole, the unevenly fried yucca fries 
might have been easily forgotten. 

No matter what we ordered, be it the 
appetizers or the main courses, every¬ 
thing came in artfully presented haute- 
cuisine portions. A mild cashew-crusted 
halibut in need of acidity and some sort 
of sinful sauce, arrived in a dramatic, 
swooping bowl over rice and saddled 
with grilled squash—the serving size 
made to tempt the eyes, not fill the gut. 
A tamarind-glazed short rib was slightly 


bigger, with deeply tangy ribbons of the 
slow-cooked meat already divorced from 
its bones and now reminiscent of a pile 
of messy brown rags draping the hockey 
puck of a breaded “manchego cheese 
risotto cake” that, in retrospect, sounded 
better on paper. 

What Diego’s has done here Anepal- 
co’s Cafe and Raya at Ritz Carlton have 
accomplished previ¬ 
ously: to show the culi¬ 
nary traditions of Mex¬ 
ico do not always come 
in cheesy combos with 
rice and refried beans. 
Diego’s is unique in that 
it does it in Downtown 
Santa Ana, where it 
straddles two disparate 
dining universes—hip¬ 
ster restaurants on one 
side, countless regional 
Mexican specialists on 
the other. 

The menu has ample 
evidence it wants to 
appeal to the customers 
of both: Diego’s offers a 
version of steak frites, 
but with yucca fries. It 
does tortas ahogadas 
with slow-cooked beef 
and pork, but the red 
dipping sauce is served 
on the side, not doused 
over the sandwich. 

There are steak and eggs 
for breakfast, but also 
chilaquiles and caldo 
de res. And then there 
are the sopes, usually 
fist-sized and flat, but 
here served in three 
neat, dim-sum bites that 
resemble squat mush¬ 
room stumps, the fried 
masa pockets stuffed 
with homemade chorizo 
and queso fresco, then 
topped with a meticu¬ 
lously fried quail egg. 

Some dishes are served 
with a bowl of refried 
beans but not by that name—rather “but¬ 
terscotch calypso beans de la olla,” which 
simply means they’re stewed in a pot. But 
the beans don’t taste as though they came 
from a Mexican restaurant trying to be 
hipster or hipster restaurant trying to be 
Mexican; they taste like something from 
mami’s kitchen.

L ast month, in our Eat This Now column, 
I wrote about my nearly decade-long 
tradition of patronizing the restaurant once 
known as Dosa Place but now called Dosa 
Express. One thing I forgot to mention was 
the former owner: Vijaya Vidulla, a pioneer 
in OC's South Indian restaurant scene. 
Around 2010, he and his partner parted 
ways, and Vidulla disappeared from OC's 
food scene—a damn shame, since he 
would harvest his garden for the veggies 
that went into OC's best Indian buffet and 
was the epitome of subcontinental grace. 

I resigned myself to never hearing from 
him again. Then, a couple of weeks ago, 
Edwin Goei told me Vidulla had popped 
up in an unlikely spot: a cubby hole of a 
new eatery in the office parks near John 
Wayne Airport. Two days later, I visited 
Vishnu Restaurant, and there was Vidulla, 
on the phone while helping out with the 
lunch rush. His eyes widened upon seeing 
me, and we shook hands and caught up 
on the past three years. He congratulated 
me on becoming editor of this infernal 
rag; I marveled at his exploding catering 
service, which has him feeding Indian 
weddings nearly every weekend from San 
Diego to Reno. He had opened Visnhu just 
a couple of months ago, wanting to keep 
his hands in the restaurant business, but 
in a reduced capacity that allowed him 
to spend more time with his family and 
catering. As a result, Vishnu is only open 
Monday through Friday from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m., and the offerings are spartan: a buf¬ 
fet, a menu printed daily on single sheets 
of paper that are tacked onto the wall, and 
segmented Styrofoam plates that keep 
things to a thali, the Indian tradition of eat¬ 
ing small portions of many things. 

But Vidulla still has it—daily curries, 
epic dosas, South Indian specialities and 
a rotating cast of complimentary pickles 
(latest on the agenda: apple pickles, simul¬ 
taneously spicy, sour and crunchy). Even if 
you order the buffet, you get a mini-dosa, 
as you did in the past. And Vidulla has 
only escalated his hospitality, visiting with 
diners, leaving jugs of water on tables, 
and checking his buffet trays seemingly 
every minute to ensure they're of the 
utmost quality. Business is already boom¬ 
ing, even though Visnhu is hidden in the 
circular maze that is Sky Park Circle, even 
though he has barely advertised the spot. 
But such is the power of Vidulla: He could 
open a dosa cart nearthe Huntington 
Beach Pier, and his pilgrims would come.

Tom Hope of the Catch 


om Hope is a man with an agenda. 
His kitchen experiences have placed 
him in locations where most of us 
want to spend a vacation, not work. This 
world view has shaped his approach in the 
kitchen, from the importance of sourcing 
ingredients to the value of proper cooking 
technique. These are only a couple of the 
responsibilities he carries as culinary direc¬ 
tor of the Catch in Anaheim. Did we men¬ 
tion he also has great taste in pizza? 

How would you explain the differences 
between the Catch and its sister restau¬ 
rant, TAPS? 

The main difference is that TAPS is a brew¬ 
ery where we brew our own beer, and the 
Catch has 20 craft beers on tap. Both res¬ 
taurants sell fish and steaks. The Catch has 
some tableside cooking and prime steaks; 
TAPS has an oyster bar and charcuterie. 
What do you recommend for first-timers? 
Cioppino if you are a seafood-lover. You 
get fresh fish, scallops, shrimp, calamari, 
clams and mussels all simmered in a spicy 
tomato broth. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Food trucks around. Every year, there’s a 
food-truck event in Corona, and it’s usu¬ 
ally, like, 40 to 50 trucks there. I like the 
randomness and the ability to get really 
nice food instantly off a truck. I just went 
to a graduation party at which they had a 
Korean taco truck, but it wasn’t Kogi. I’ve 
also watched Food Truck Wars on TV. I’m 
a lover of the New York street carts. I’m a 
sucker for the generic food trucks at con¬ 
struction sites. 

At the National Restaurant Show, I sat in 
on a forum on food trucks. We were think¬ 
ing of doing one for TAPS or Catch. We 
thought it would be great for catering and 
to get our brand out there. Along with other 
chefs, Ludo Lefebvre was there discuss¬ 
ing his food truck. They talked about how 
hard it is to run. After listening to them, I 
thought, screw it; it’s not worth the invest¬ 
ment. We just don’t have enough people. 
Your best recent food find: 

Tony’s Little Italy. Closest to Chicago-style 
pizza I have found in SoCal. I’ve probably 
been there, like, 80 times. And they finally, 
finally know my name. I talk to them every 
time I go in. There is no place like it. That 
pizza is so much better there than when 
you take it home. You know the secret for 
taking it home? Tell them, “Don’t cut it.” 
Ask them for the whole pie. Put it in the 
oven for 15 minutes at 350 degrees, slide it 
right on the rack. And then take it out and 
cut it. It will taste as if it just came out of the 
[pizza] oven. I like Tony’s Special—sausage, 
mushrooms, peppers and green onions. 
Where was your most recent meal? 

Napa Rose. What didn’t I have? Andrew 
Sutton is a culinary stud. We had scallops,

hamachi, pork, duck, sea bream, cheese, 
wine and dessert. It was awesome. 

Strangest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

Cicadas. In the Midwest, every 17 years, 
there’s this big cicada infestation. These 
big-winged locusts are slow-moving, 
crawling up in the trees. You can season 
them, grill them, pour some barbecue 
sauce on them and eat them. They’re 
crunchy and not bad. I can see why other 
cultures eat bugs, but I’m not running back 
to do it again. 

You’re making breakfast What are 
you having? 

Toad in the hole with OC Baking Co.’s bri¬ 
oche pan loaf, bacon, hash browns, fresh 
fruit, orange juice, French press coffee. 

The restaurant’s exhibition kitchen is gor¬ 
geous. Are there any pros or cons to operating 
such a large, open space? 

Cooking in an exhibition kitchen is all pros. 
It forces you to work clean, organized and 
in a professional manner. All eyes are on 
the kitchen; people love to watch as meals 
are prepared. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

We had a guest ask for a full vegan menu 
in advance. They said emphatically they 
could not eat any animal products. We did 
a killer five-course, full vegan menu. When 
it was time for the dessert course, the guest 
asked for a chocolate souffle. I told them 
there was egg and butter in the souffle. 
They said, “Oh, we don’t care. We just 
really want a souffle.” Of course, I did it for 
them. But not happily.

Sammy’s Squeeze 
At the Diamond Club 


I f you've been around OC restaurants as 
long as I have, you quickly realize the 
best juice brand of them all is Perricone 
Juices—case closed. Its OJ is an orange- 
crate label come to life; the apple juice is 
light, sweet and spectacular; the lemonade 
sparkles like a day underthe shade in a 
grove. What I always forget, though, is that 
Perricone Juices is also OC all the way, with 
family members still running the business 
and living around the county; its legendary, 
late patriarch, Sam Perricone, kept a house 
in Sunset Beach for decades that remains in 
the fa mi glia.

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Movies Need Lohan 

The Canyons is vital, messy and alive with regret

A movie can be highly imperfect, 
stilted or implausible in all sorts 
of ways—and still be everything 
you go to the movies for. 

The Canyons, Paul Schrader’s con¬ 
templation of moral decay in Holly¬ 
wood, is that kind of picture that’s in 
some places so crazy-silly you want 
to laugh and in others so piercing you 
can’t turn away. Schrader has plenty 
to say: He kicks off with a montage of 
boarded-up, tumbling-down movie 
theaters, and their visages reappear 
throughout the film as though sad little 
ghosts. But mostly, he channels his 
feelings of disappointment, of longing, 
of an unnameable bummed-out some¬ 
thing through Lindsay Lohan. She’s the 
picture’s muse and its Shiva, its reason 
for existing and the force that threat¬ 
ens to tear it apart. People who don’t 
understand movies often speak of them 
as escapism, a kind of passive fantasy. 
Lohan’s performance in The Canyons, 
so naked in all ways, is the ultimate 
retort to that kind of idiocy: To watch it 
is to live in the moment. 

Lohan plays Tara, a woman who 
could be a Hollywood climber but who 
really, maybe, just wants to survive. 

The boyfriend she’s latched onto is 
suitable only on the surface: Christian 
(the adult-film performer James Deen) 
is an egotistical trust-fund kid who 
dabbles in producing horror movies. 

For fun, he invites outsiders into his 


and Tara’s home for three- and four¬ 
way couplings, which he captures on 
his cell phone. 

Tara used to have a much nicer boy¬ 
friend, a stalwart, not-at-all-sleazy 
hunk of an actor named Ryan (Nolan 
Funk). She pulls some strings to get 
Ryan a part in one of Christian’s movies, 
though it’s not long before the current 
boyfriend senses the specter of the old 
one hasn’t quite vanished. Christian 
clamps down on Tara, and his posses¬ 
siveness flowers into something sinis¬ 
ter, like a hothouse Hollywood version 
of Les Liaisons Dangereuses. 

The nuts and bolts of the plot are the 
least interesting things about The Can¬ 
yons. Christian’s transformation from 
egotistical jerk to megalomaniacal mad¬ 
man takes up too much of the story’s 
real estate. (The script is by onetime 
literary bad boy Bret Easton Ellis.) It 
doesn’t help that playing the heel—even 
such an obviously complex, messed-up 
heel—doesn’t suit Deen, with his sexy- 
tech-nerd-next-door demeanor. Unlike 
the veteran porn actor Rocco Siffredi 
in the films he made with Catherine 
Breillat, Deen can’t melt into the role, 
though he carries himself with a brag¬ 
gadocio that’s something to behold. 

Then again, even with all of the 
movie’s full-frontal male nudity—lots of 
it—Lohan is really all you want to look 
at. Through most of The Canyons, she’s 
made up a la Elizabeth Taylor circa The 


Sandpiper, all winged eyeliner and exag¬ 
gerated lips. Yet from certain angles, she 
could also be a more voluptuous Natalie 
Wood, and the combination is stirring. 
Tara is a nectarine on the far side of 
ripening, and this isn’t a story about 
innocence lost—she sold that off long 
ago. But there’s a dreaminess about her 
that could never crystallize into hard¬ 
ness. When her friend Gina (Amanda 
Brooks) asks why she scaled back her 
involvement in Christian’s fledgling 
film, Tara evades the question, and not 
just because Gina is Ryan’s current girl¬ 
friend. Instead, she asks, “When was 
the last time you saw a movie that really 
meant something to you?” 

[Lindsay Lohan] is the picture’s 
muse and its Shiva, its reason 
for existing and the force that 
threatens to tear it apart. 


That’s Schrader’s question, too. 
Directors such as Steven Spielberg 
and Martin Scorsese, two of his ’70s 
compatriots, have adapted to whatever 
the movie business has thrown at them 
and survived. Schrader hasn’t made the 
same kinds of choices. But then, he’s 
often made more interesting movies 
because of it, such as the brazen 1999 
romantic melodrama Forever Mine. 
Schrader must feel as lost in the cur¬ 
rent landscape as Tara does. In that 
way, they’re two of a kind, and the 
world he has created for her here is 
half home sweet home and half toxic 
planet. Cinematographer John DeFazio 
makes LA daylight look both bleached- 
out and creamy. This is a place, like 


the Hollywood of David Lynch’s Mul- 
holland Drive, where you can live 
your dreams or become completely 
trapped—you’re unlucky only if you 
can’t tell which is which. 

Schrader is a moralist, but what 
keeps him from being a pompous pain 
in the ass, as Woody Allen can be, is his 
capacity for regret. He doesn’t delight 
in the nastier side of human nature; 
he’s sorry, on behalf of all of us, that 
things have to be this way. And he’s 
possibly the best director Lohan could 
have worked with at this point in her 
tenuous career. 

There are people who have sympa¬ 
thy for Lohan, but one terrible thing 
about the world we live in is that there 
are still plenty who would love to see 
her fail. Schrader, for now at least, 
has built a protective wall around her. 
Recently in Film Comment, he wrote of 
the similarities he sees between Lohan 
and Marilyn Monroe: “Tardiness, 
unpredictability, tantrums, absences, 
neediness, psychodrama—yes, all that, 
but something more, that thing that 
keeps you watching someone onscreen, 
that thing you can’t take your eyes off 
of, that magic, that mystery. That thing 
that made John Huston say, T wonder 
why I put myself through all this, then I 
go to dailies.’” Why do we put ourselves 
through all this? Why do we keep 
going to the movies, when so many of 
them are so heartlessly disappointing? 
The answer—and the challenge—is in 
Lohan’s face. Look if you dare.

2 GUNS All you need for a movie are two 
guys and two guns. Unless that movie 
is 2 Guns, in which case you probably 
need a good deal more. The movie's 
pleasures, whatever they may be, stem 
from a kind of summer-diversion deja 
vu. The tagline could be, "If you like 
things like 2 Guns, you'll love 2 Guns!" 
Because it all feels that familiar. There 
are a few differentiating details, of 
course. One character is an undercover 
DEA agent, the action-movie equiva¬ 
lent of a comfy shoe: When Denzel 
Washington's Bobby Trench is consort¬ 
ing with baddies, he just slips in a set of 
gold fronts. Bobby's partner—or, rather, 
the guy Bobby works with who doesn't 
realize he's Bobby's partner—is Mark 
Wahlberg's Marcus "Stig" Stigman, a 
naval intelligence officer gone AWOL. 
Now that's something we don't see 
every day, and Stig's gradually unfolding 
backstory is one of the mechanisms 
that keeps 2 Guns moving forward. In 
the end, we may not learn all we want 
to know about Stig, but there's a decent 
amount of rough-and-tumble gunplay 
and ludicrous banter in between. Bobby 
and Stig kick things off by robbing a 
small-town bank—later, we learn more 
about why—and along the way, they 
run afoul of a lawman with a weirdly 
elastic sense of justice, played by a 
smooth-talking, bolo-tie-wearing Bill 
Paxton. Watching him slither between 
the cracks of right and wrong is one 
of the movie's pleasures; Washington, 
smooth as a satin sheet, is always 
devilishly pleasing to watch in his more 
comic roles, and he doesn't disappoint. 
But this is a here today, gone tomorrow 
trifle, albeit one with lots of gunplay. (R)

THE CONJURING Something like half 
the running time of the engaging new 
don't-go-in-the-basement thriller The 
Conjuring is devoted to showing us 
characters proceeding slowly into 
the basement, or into the maws of 
basement-like places we know they 
shouldn't go, often with just matches 
or a flashlight to guide them. Twice, 
deliciously, they're blindfolded. This 
is not a complaint. Damned if direc¬ 
tor James Wan, the auteur of Saw's 
rusted-edge cruelty, isn't an ace with 
enjoyable spookhouse trap-springing. 
Often, as members of his fetching 1970s 
family (headed by Lili Taylor and Ron 
Livingston) negotiate the hallways and 
crawlspaces of their triple-haunted 
farmhouse, Wan stirs the shivery feeling 
of passing through some midnight space 
you have no business being. He springs 
the surprises within patient long shots, 
timing things so they actually do sur¬ 
prise, often letting the creepy stuff actu¬ 
ally creep up—this is the rare horror 
film where the fear isn't in what terrible 
vision the movie might cut to but in what 
might reach from the shadows you're 
looking at. Too bad then that the terrors 
eventually prove so knowable. The story 
is limited by tricked-up Amity v/7/e-styIe 
truthiness and the comforting assump¬ 
tion that Catholic orthodoxy will flood 
the darkness from the world. Save Lili 
Taylor, who is compelling as the worried 
mother, and a clutch of young girls, the 
actors mostly look embarrassed by the 
material. Farmiga, as fine an actress as 
Hollywood has ever seen, is upstaged 
by a powder-blue '70s collar ruffled like 
a coffee filter. Screenwriters Chad and 
Carey Hayes bother to craft reasons 
for the characters to venture where 
they shouldn't, and the father even gets 
asked, "Why don't you move?" which 
suggests everyone involved is smarter 


than the movie. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

I'M SO EXCITED With his anxious par¬ 
able I'm So Excited! Pedro Almodovar 
imagines a plane malfunction not as 
a pretext for thrills, as in most films, 
but for a metaphorical farce: The jet is 
Spain, and what we should fear for is 
not just the passengers' lives, but the 
country's. Defective landing gear forces 
a jet to circle the Spanish city of Toledo, 
waiting for an airport to be outfitted for 
an emergency landing. For the sake of 
maintaining civility—or at least class 
privilege—the plane's economy pas¬ 
sengers have been drugged, and rest 
unconscious while business class 
copes with the situation. This has been 
billed as Almodovar's return to the 
comedies of his youth, but he has not 
entirely abandoned the high-stakes 
melodrama that's lately served him so 
well. I'm So Excited! has its fair share 
of attempted suicides, lovers' quarrels, 
and depressives, not to mention a hit¬ 
man—and a clairvoyant (Lola Duenas) 
who sniffs him out: "I've been smelling 
death since the start of the trip," she 
quips. "At first I thought it was just the 
farts." Melodrama, of course, dilutes 
the potency of humor, and the film's 
comedy is further impeded by its often 
halfhearted execution. Screwball works 
best when characters pinball zingers 
back and forth, but too many talky 
scenes here are performed moderato. 
Ultimately, I'm So Excited! is character¬ 
ized by a distinct brand of unsuccessful 
yet ambitious storytelling, the kind 
often found in minor works by major 
masters. (Not Rated) Zachary Wigon. 
Countywide. 

ONLY GOD FORGIVES Incest, eyeball¬ 
gouging, interior decorating: If Only 
God Forgives is any indication, writer/ 
director Nicolas Winding Refn is a 
man of many interests. The movie, in 
which Ryan Gosling plays an American 
drug-smuggler living the lowlife in 
Bangkok, is many things—unhinged 
yet restrained, arty yet cheesy—but it's 
never boring. And if it's a disappoint¬ 
ment after Refn's viscerally elegant 
Drive, it at least bobs along on a bloody 
current of silliness. You may not think 
you're up for seeing a rib cage split 
open like a rack of lamb, but when it's 
this well art-directed, what the hell? 

He opens with a kickboxing match that 
looks not quite legit, and introduces two 
brothers who are somehow involved in 
this low-down, sweaty universe: We can 
see that Billy (Tom Burke) is bad news, 
but Gosling's Julian has principles. After 
Billy dies, enraged mama bird Crystal 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) flies in from God 
knows where, ordering Julian to put 
things right by avenging his brother's 
death. Did I mention that she greets 
him with a not exactly momlike below- 
the-belt hug? But it's shot from a really, 
really artful angle. Refn gives Crystal 
lots of sass-mouth dialogue, including 
a compare-and-contrast of her sons' 
privates. The actors do as they're told, 
standing in the right place at the right 
time, delivering even the most inane, 
tongue-twisting lines as if they'd duti¬ 
fully rehearsed them, which they prob¬ 
ably did. Refn may be taking himself 
too seriously or not taking anything 
seriously enough—it's hard to tell. (Not 
Rated) Stephanie Zacharek.

THE TO DO LIST Like first sex, writer/ 
director Maggie Carey's debut feature, 
The To Do List, is quick and messy, fit¬ 
fully pleasurable, full of promise but not 
quite adept at getting everyone off. Here 
is the first raunchy mainstream comedy 
about a young woman's quest to unbur¬ 
den herself of her virginity—with the 
foxiest bro in Idaho, no less, a golden 
lug of shirtless flesh our heroine objecti¬ 
fies with male-gaze brio. Except the lust 
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of valedictorian Brandy (played by and 
written for Aubrey Plaza) is deadpan, 
held inside, subject to the veto of her 
shame and intelligence. "You feel like 
Marky Mark looks," she marvels as she 
touches the abs of hunk Rusty Waters 
(Scott Porter) at a 1993 graduation-night 
kegger. That encounter proves humili¬ 
ating, but one thing does firm up: her 
resolution to master sex—and Rusty 
Waters—before going off to college at 
summer's end. Unlike the female char¬ 
acters in previous sex comedies, sex for 
her is a straight-up choice, something 
she offers or refuses according to no 
agenda but her own, making the movie 
something of a milestone. It's also funny 
enough, at times, to be recommendable 
on its merits alone, although there's 
something dispiriting about its junky 
look, indifferent pacing, and sketch- 
comedy characterization. Overachieving 
Brandy plots out her sex life like a 
course syllabus, crafting a list of skills to 
practice before going all the way—hand 
job, blow job, dry-humping. The comic 
high points, of course, are Brandy's 
efforts to engineer these acts. Plaza is 
gutsy and often hilarious, both in small 
moments and when hand-jobbing away 
like she's trying to loose a bottle's last 
dab of ketchup. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

THE WAY, WAY BACK The Way, Way 
Back is a crowd-pleasing summer 
treat, predictable in its sweetness but 
satisfying all the same. It's like the multi- 
nationally branded ice cream sandwich 
you get on any pier in the Western 
Hemisphere—market-tested to appeal 
to as many people as possible (but you 
don't mind gobbling up). Though the 
script includes bits and pieces of writer/ 
directors Nat Faxon and Jim Rash's real 
childhoods, it's a slick debut that feels 
like a recycling of familiar coming-of- 
age materials. The film's sympathetic 
but indistinct center is 14-year-old 
Duncan (Liam James), a hunched, 
shambling, inarticulate boy whose lone¬ 
liness weighs him down as much as his 
slightly out-of-date Bieber bangs. He's 
an everyteen we're supposed to feel 
sorry for—his parents are divorced, his 
mom (Toni Collette) has found herself 
a dick boyfriend, Trent (Steve Carell), 
he doesn't have the sense not to wear 
long pants to the beach—but he's so 
devoid of personality that we wish hap¬ 
piness for him only in the reflexive way 
we want to pet a sorry-looking puppy. 
Duncan is driven into further solitude on 
one of those summer trips that's really a 
test of emotional fortitude: an extended 
stay at Trent's beach house. Like an 
angel in gas-station aviators, in swoops 
Owen (Sam Rockwell), the slacker 
manager of the dated-as-disco Water 
Wizz water park, to save Duncan from 
his misery. Owen performs alchemy on 
Duncan, transforming him from mini- 
Lurch into golden boy. But the magic is 
too strong; the transformation feels like 
a sleight of hand. It's like Pinocchio in 
reverse: a real boy, after a few lessons 
from his father figure, learns to be a 
simulacrum of one. (PG-13) Inkoo Kang. 
Countywide. 

THE WOLVERINE As summer comic-book 
blockbusters go, The Wolverine is not 
as elephantine as it could have been. 

It's more, well, wolverine—bony, loping, 
a little shaggy—and, blessedly, direc¬ 
tor James Mangold doesn't get bogged 
down in mythology. You don't need to 
diagram the convoluted relationships 
between Stan Lee and Jack Kirby's 
X-Men characters to figure out what's 
going on. All you really need to know is 
that Wolverine (Hugh Jackman), a mutant 
whose knuckles sprout adamantium 
claws whenever he's threatened, has 
a secret that haunts him: He killed the 
person he loved best, Jean Grey (Famke 
Janssen), and now she keeps appearing 
in his dreams, wearing a silk nightie and 


slinging accusatory barbs more piercing 
than any set of mutant talons. But like so 
many of this summer's comic-book mov¬ 
ies, particularly the hollow, forgettable 
behemoth Iron Man 3, The Wolverine 
represents a missed opportunity. 

Mangold tilts the movie heavily toward 
elaborate action sequences and skimps 
on the more romantic angles, which is 
especially frustrating since Jackman is 
the kind of actor who can deftly handle 
both. Occasionally, Wolverine gets to do 
some semi-poetic stuff, like open his own 


chest with his claws. Jackman is terrific 
in those moments—he shifts between 
being affable and tortured as if it were 
no great shakes. Somehow, that makes 
Wolverine's suffering believable. With all 
his brawn, he can't escape sadness, and 
his nightmares form a connect-the-dots 
roadmap through the story. Jackman 
packs an extraordinary amount of feeling 
into these moments, and he even looks 
great in that flat-top hairdo with those lit¬ 
tle pointed ear-like tufts at the sides. (PG- 
13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide.

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A Robot-Free Pacific Rim 

OCMA’s California-Pacific Triennial offers a solid survey 

of contemporary Pan-Pacific art

I f you blink and don’t pick up the flier at 
Orange County Museum of Art (OCMA) 
announcing the three additional off-site 
galleries working in conjunction with the 
California-Pacific Triennial, you’ll miss easy 
accessibility; a visit to Santa Ana, Orange 
and Newport Beach galleries, all within a 
few minutes of one another; and exhila¬ 
rating work building on the exhibition at 
OCMA, as well as a pair of artists not fea¬ 
tured there, but getting a lucky break in the 
outside venues. 

Grand Central Art Center’s “Nothing 
Else Left” by Adriana Salazar is a uniquely 
sublime display of artificial body parts “res¬ 
cued” from the trash bins of local mortuar¬ 
ies. Equal parts elegant and elegiac, curated 
with impeccable taste by GCAC director 
John Spiak, five beige, Ikea-style tables 
are lined up, then covered with tiny wires, 
metal screws, brackets, hinges, staples and 
prostheses, all charred and twisted by cre¬ 
matorium flames. Salazar’s solemn memen¬ 
tos of burnt metal and porcelain, covered 
in soft patinas of gray, white and black are 
laid out with a dignity befitting their source, 
at each table a magnet directly under a tiny 
smear of metal-enhanced ash that vibrates 
with a life crying out, “I’m here! I’m here! 
Don’t forget me!” 

Curator/gallery director David Michael 
Lee has the prettiest work on display in 
“ALLEGORY/cave” at the lovely new 
Coastline Art Gallery, but the two Triennial 
artists are Coastline’s least interesting part 
of the exhibition. Dario Escobar’s pool-cue 
sculptures look as though they’re in the 
process of dropping from a great height 



(or collapsing), about to hit the floor as a 
jumble of rubber-bumpered, leather-tipped 
pick-up sticks. While his artist statement 
talks about Chinese manufacturing, para¬ 
sitic modernity and capitalist society, the 
take-home is basically that the work is nice 
to look at. Likewise, Brice Bischoff’s long- 
exposure photos of colored paper in move¬ 
ment create a rainbow palette, but they’re 
just a variation on his Glassell Park series, 
this time taken at the famous Bronson 
Caves of Griffith Park instead of his studio.

Much cooler is Bischoff’s accompany¬ 
ing 58-minute video, compiling cheesy 
film clips from Grade-D movies (as well 
as a few classics, including the original 
Invasion of the Body Snatchers and the 
TV series Batman) that used the location. 
More exciting is Lee’s addition of an artist 
not featured at OCMA: Stella Lai. Her rich, 
colorful, fully badass paintings of Chinese 
women in warrior stances or Japanese 
kitsune women with fox tails—often sur¬ 
rounded by humping pandas, ethereal Chi¬ 
nese ribbons, waves red as blood or vaginal 
flowers—masterfully demolish the cliche of 
Asian women as passive sexual accessories. 
With Lai, these women own their sexual¬ 
ity, their occasional nudity adding to their 
power (as opposed to implying vulner¬ 
ability). Of course, it helps that her women 
wear body armor, ride tigers, and carry 
swords and combat sticks as they prepare 
to battle the West. 

Less vibrant, but as intellectually unfor¬ 
gettable as Salazar’s work, is curator Mar¬ 
cus Herse’s genius pairing of conceptual 
artists Mitchell Syrop and York Chang in 
“Syrop & Chang” at Chapman University’s 
Guggenheim Gallery in Orange. Violent 
death and the media’s inability to do any¬ 
thing except spread fear is the exhibition’s 
cache, and while we never see a drop of 
blood or hear an agonized cry, an unsettling 
darkness is everywhere. 

Chang’s nine waist-high stacks of news¬ 
papers, headlines screaming about the 
2008 Mumbai terrorist attacks, claim the 
floor as the centerpiece of the show, and 
he has placed folded pages from The New 
York Times and LA Times on a shelf near a 
corner. Their titles threaten “Comeuppance 
for Rich, At Least on Screen” and detail the 


massive earthquake and tsunami that struck 
Chile in 2010. The black backs of 36 framed 
Polaroids revealing only the date stamp 
and not the incident captured, as well as 
the four fluorescent light fixtures wrapped 
completely in black rope, are two perfect 
images succinctly describing modern media 
as darkness and little (enlightenment. 

I didn’t connect with Syrop’s OCMA 
work, but his deliriously creepy series of 
20 blow-ups of a notebook filled with antic, 
scribbled Sharpie ramblings (“Hands up,” 
“I Don’t/Have No/Patients,” “Neither Fam¬ 
ily Knew of the Other’s Existence Until,” 
among others) have an In Cold Blood nar¬ 
rative of sorts, the abbreviated ramblings 
reminiscent of a stream of consciousness 
short-circuited by a psychotic break. In the 
same vein are his blow-ups of five writ¬ 
ten, erased and rewritten chalkboards, 
their ghostly unreadable outlines of erased 
words appearing behind new words, a 
historical palimpsest of future aggression. 
Needless to say: Don’t blink.

Breathe Your Buzz 

O rdering a drink isn't what it used to be. If 
I want to enjoy an adult beverage, I now 
have the option of sucking a shot through a 
beef marrow bone, lapping up a swirl of alco¬ 
hol-infused whipped cream or chugging beer 
made from actual beard yeast (seriously). 
Man, remember when you could just ask for 
a Jack and Coke and be good to go? 

The latest boozy trend: inhaling your liquor. 
Yep, a new device called the Vaportini has 
made it possible, evaporating spirits so you 
can breathe in the flavors with a straw. Since 
the alcohol is absorbed directly into the 
bloodstream, there are no calories or impuri¬ 
ties, and the effects are felt immediately. 

Chicago cocktail-lounge owner Julie 
Palmer came up with the concept after 
watching a friend in Finland pour vodka over 
hot coals inside a sauna. It was intoxicat¬ 
ing—literally. She wanted to re-create that 
experience for friends and customers, so she 
asked her father, an engineer, for help. Sev¬ 
eral experiments later, the Vaportini—now 
available for $30 atwww.vaportini.com— 
was born. 

The setup is pretty simple. Pour a shot 
of your favorite spirit (anything 70 
proof or higher will do) into a glass 
globe that rests over a candle. As it 
heats up, insert a glass straw into 
the vessel, then breathe in 
the flavored fumes. The 
aromas are meant to 
be inhaled slowly and 
savored, not huffed as 
if you're a spray-paint 
junkie in a high-school 
parking lot. (In other 
words, pace yourself, 
lushes. Alcohol vapor 
is strong and can be 
dangerous if misused.) 

Many have reported 
feeling a mellow buzz that 
wears off quickly. 

I decided to try the 
Vaportini one night in my 
kitchen. As I set it up, I kept 
thinking, "Is this thing really 
legal?" (it is, for now) and, 

"Remember to hide it from my 
mother." I lit the candle, poured a shot of 
Maker's Mark into the globe using a plastic 
funnel and waited four minutes forthe vapor 
action to kick in. Then, I peer-pressured my 
husband into taking the first hit. 

"Yeah, this will get you drunk," he said 
after sucking in a puff. 

I went next, breathing in gently. The 
vapors were warm, like what you experience 
with a hookah. I was able to taste all the 
flavors of the whiskey without getting any of 
the sharpness of alcohol. It was kind of nice. 

And then we poured it all out. Hey, these 
are precious brain cells, people! 

A few minutes later, my husband turned to 
me and asked, "You wanna beer?"

I’ve gotten TV deals before, and 
with that, you get the money, but then they 
don’t put the show on, which is weird. 

But the good thing is that you still get to 
keep the money. So when the time is right, 
maybe I’ll slow down. I’ve got all of the time 
in the world. Well, until I die. 

So I’m pretty obsessed with you making fun 
of songs. I also have a suggestion for one. 
Oh, yeah? Give it to me! 

Two words. One Direction. 

One Direction. Don’t they go both direc¬ 
tions? The thing with them is that they 
act like boy bands never existed. They’ve 
got their mouths open and their big fuck¬ 
ing honeycomb hair. Hey, girl. We’re One 
Direction! They could be in Cirque du So 
Lame. Lindsay Lohan was going out with 
one of the guys from One Direction from 
what I hear. It’s like, “Snnnnnifffff. Okay, 

I love you! Come on!” 

Exactly! And instead of “that’s what makes 
you beautiful,” it could be “that’s what makes 
you doodie-full.”Because they’re shitty.

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HARD Times 

Gary Richards was an EDM hustler before starting 
SoCal’s biggest underground dance test

G ary Richards—known on the stage 
as Destructo—has worked since 
2007 to become the only major 
music festival promoter in Los Angeles. 
Booking everything from electro, dubstep, 
live bands, techno, even hip-hop, Rich¬ 
ards has helped to bring EDM artists such 
as Justice, Deadmau5 and Basement Jaxx 
into the spotlight. 

By 2010, Richards’ main event, HARD 
Summer, was host to three major music 
festivals, as well as several club and 
theater shows all over the U.S., drawing 
more than 100,000 people per year—the 
kind of numbers promoters die for. 

With an eye on expanding internation¬ 
ally, Richards sold HARD events to Live 
Nation last year to create a partnership 
that has made him one of the most pow¬ 
erful dance-music execs in the country. 
And as a DJ, Richards released “Higher” 
on Boys Noize Records in May; it’s a mix 
of dirty bass and synth euphoria with a 
distinctly ’90s feel, plus a well-placed 
Grand Master Flash sample that helped 
to propel his recent tour across Europe 
and North America. 

It’s a long way from his days of throw¬ 
ing underground warehouse parties all 
over the world. Before he ever touched a 
turntable, the music industry was in Rich¬ 
ards’ blood. His father worked in radio 
and concert promotions in Washington, 
D.C. He attended Led Zeppelin and Alice 
Cooper concerts as early as age 10. By the 
time his family moved to Los Angeles, he 
was already throwing and deejaying his 
own parties. “I used to go out in down¬ 
town LA to warehouse parties in the early 
’90s,” Richards says. “I heard techno and

house music for the first time and was 
instantly hooked.” 

Being the ambitious hustler he is, he 
saw an opportunity and created “The 
Sermon,” for which he dressed as a priest 
to host a weekly 6 a.m. party on Sundays 
for those leaving the warehouses, but not 
ready to end the party. “My goal was to 
play the hardest and most gnarly techno 
to keep everyone awake,” he says. 

After that, Richards’ DJ moniker was 
born. He chose Destructo based on his 
tendency to play hard beats with Metal - 
lica and Black Sabbath influences. “I 
never thought in my wildest dreams that 
it would be like this in 2013,” he says. 

“I thought it was going to be big a long 
time ago, so I kind of almost lost hope 
for a while. I started to think I was crazy 
or a weirdo because no one liked [dance 
music] in America.” 

But his good ear for music and knack 
for launching new artists at hip spots 
such as the Standard Hotel landed him 
a gig in A&R for the electronic-music 
division of Def American Recordings. 

In his usual entrepreneurial spirit, he 
established his own record labels—Nitrus 
Records and 1500 Records—and soon 
signed such outfits as Kill the Noise and 


released albums including the Depeche 
Mode tribute For the Masses. 

“People then stopped buying CDs, so 
I decided to go back to deejaying, and 
that’s when we started HARD,” recalls 
Richards. Since then, HARD events have 
become staples in places such as Miami, 
New York City and San Francisco, as well 
as Australia and London, thanks to Live 
Nation. There was even an event on a 
cruise titled HOLY SHIP!! 

For years, he dealt with logistics, 
city contracts and festival permits on 
his own. “My skills are in music, not 
city and LA politics,” Richards says. 
HARD had become so large that he felt 
being an independent operator was too 
expensive and risky when there are so 
many opportunities around the globe. “I 
took it as far as I was able on my own, 
and without Live Nation, I wouldn’t be 
able to withstand,” he says. “Now [other 
people] can handle [the logistics], and 
I can be more creative and do the stuff 
I’m really good at.” 

Asked how he thinks his events com¬ 
pare to peers such as Insomniac Events, 
he notes, “We’re a little different because 
we put more detail and focus on the art¬ 
ists and making sure the sound is amaz¬ 
ing.” With the launch of the sixth-annual 
edition of HARD Summer at the Los 
Angeles State Historic Park this week¬ 
end-featuring everyone from Skrillex 
side project Dog Blood to Flying Lotus 
and Bassnectar— this notion continues to 
ring true. 

“When you are on the main stage, you 
get to see the downtown-LA skyline, and 
it’s unbelievable,” he says. “We are very 
lucky to be able to do events here.”

There was a day of 
orientation, followed by five days of camp. 
And on the seventh day was the showcase, 
at which all the bands formed at the camp 
played their songs, written that week. 

There were about 70 volunteers and 40 
girls, and camp was held at a downtown- 
LA Catholic school campus. 

It was one of the most challenging, 
demanding, rewarding, divine, magical, 
emotionally moving, transformational 
events of my life. The other volunteers 
were extraordinary in their commitment 
to the Girls Rock Camp organization. It 
was a smooth, brilliantly structured, seri¬ 
ously instructive place. The girls were so 
naturally dedicated and had so much fun. 
There was lots of hard work, laughter and 
joy in seeing the girls' accomplishments. 
And they showed a lot of gratitude to the 
volunteers. 

The campers met one another, formed 
bands, learned an instrument, agreed 
on the name of the band, wrote songs, 
silk-screened T-shirts, practiced, studied, 
worked, became friends and maybe best of 
all, raised their self-esteem. 

One of the friends I made at Girls Rock 
Camp was musician and volunteer Can¬ 
dace Hansen. She decided it was time OC 
join in, and on Aug. 6, Girls Rock Camp OC 
will have its first day, with 43 campers. It 
was a life-altering event for the girls and 
the volunteers! 

I bet a lot of you ladies are wishing there 
was Girls Rock Camp when you were a kid. 
Well, good news! There is a Ladies Rock 
Camp, too. 

It will be Nov. 9 and 10 at El Centro 
Cultural de Mexico in Santa Ana, with a 
showcase for the bands on Nov. 11. 

Learn an instrument, write a song, be 
in a band, or volunteer to make it happen 
for everyone. Express yourself, amaze 
yourself, pack up your soul, and let's go 
camping, ladies! And, of course, Girls Rock 
Camp OC will be back next summer.

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Mac Miller Sounds Off 

The wisecracking rapper is going through changes, 

explains himself

T wo years ago, a 19-year-old Mac 
Miller embarked on his first 
tour, which spanned the United 
States, with 27 shows stemming from 
the acclaim of his mixtape K.I.D.S. Two 
studio albums, a TV show and a record 
label later, Mac, now 21, is on the Space 
Migration Tour, as his fans immerse 
themselves in his newest LP, Watching 
Movies With the Sound Off. The new 
album showcases his evolution from an 
adolescent who capered in tracks such 
as “Donald Trump” to a refined, more 
introspective state. 

A couple of weeks ago, Miller took the 
stage at New York’s Hammerstein Ball¬ 
room and set the virtual world ablaze 
with hashtags and hysterics that had to 
be crammed into 140 characters. Word 
on the tweets is that Miller’s new show— 
with live instrumentation from Odd 
Future—is a spectacular sight to see. 

But what exactly is there to be known 
about Miller—and his producer alter ego 
Larry Fisherman? What sets him apart 
from his younger self? 

OC WEEKLY; You’ve been on nationwide 
tours, what, four times now? What’s one 
thing you make sure to do when getting to 
other places? 

MAC MILLER: It’s different every time. 
I’m starting to explore where I am now. 

I used to sit my ass on the bus and just 
hide. 

What music are you bumping on the bus? 
[Odd Future’s] Earl is here. So, [his new 
album] Doris and everyone else’s music is 
on the bus. 

Watching Movies With the Sound Off 
has sold 148,000 copies as of last week, but 
it sounds much different from your 2011 
debut, Blue Slide Park. Did you make this 
album for your fans or for yourself in hopes 
that fans could understand you more? 

It’s more for myself, whether the fans 
like it or not. Last time, we set out for a 
big first week in sales. This one is more 
laid back; I think it’ll sell more than 


Blue Slide Park in the long run. 

What’s the next thing we can expect to pop 
for your label, REMember Music? 

It’s still in its beginning stages. But my 
artist Hardo just did something with T.I. 
Over the past few months, your collabora¬ 
tions with young West Coast artists such 
as Odd Future have become way more fre¬ 
quent. Is that because of your move from 
Pittsburgh to here? 

I think it’s more of us being the same age, 
other than Schoolboy Q’s old ass. We all 
enjoy making music together. 

Speaking of the LA rapper, how was 
it on the set of your video for u Gees”? 
Did Schoolboy try to bully you for your 
lunch money? 

Hell, no. ... It was fun, though. Q came 
through with the chicken legs [from El 
Polio Loco], and we decided to add it 
in there. 

Everybody has been talking about your 
July 16 show at the Hammerstein. You 
took your shoes off, put on a headband and 
played guitar at your show in NY. Are you 
turning into an Allman Brother? 

[Laughs.] I don’t even know what’s hap¬ 
pening. I guess I’m getting more comfort¬ 
able doing what I want to do. 

Can we expect some tunes from Larry 
Fisherman at the show? 

Oh, yeah. Always. There’ll be a little 
bit of everything, which is why it’s 
fun. I find the show to be cohesive as a 
whole performance. 

The single “S.D.S. (Somebody Do Some¬ 
thing)” captures who you are in a lot 
of ways. .. . So, has anyone done some¬ 
thing yet? 

Oh, oh, oh. Ay, you got me!... Me! I’m out 
here doing something, man!

Pounding 
the Pavement 

Y ou could argue the coining of the phrase 
"blog rap," the salience of YouTube hits, 
and the swapping of demo CDs for iTunes 
download cards confirms the mission of the 
modern artist is not to make an impact, but 
to make you click. And while he may not yet 
consider himself an old-timer in OC hip-hop, 
rapper-turned-vocalist Ariano has surely 
watched the transition, as his style evolves 
with each album and single, becoming less 
about his bars and more about his baritone. 

One nagging habit he has kept is 
the art of pounding the pavement with 
ground-level marketing and doing what 
he can to earn likes across the U.S. the 
old-fashioned way: face to face. Whether 
he's touring the country or rocking a local 
show here and there, the co-founder of 
Huntington Beach label Technicali Sound 
is using a combo of old-school grind and 
new-school savvy to grow his fan base. 
And, looking at his resume, it seems to 
have paid off, as he has collaborated and 
recorded with the likes of Snoop Dogg, 
Glasses Malone, Wu-Tang Clan and, most 
recently, Shady Records signee Crooked 
I of hip-hop supergroup Slaughterhouse. 
We caught up with Ariano to get a taste of 
what he has been doing lately. 

OC WEEKLY; Describe your gradual transi¬ 
tion from rapper to full-time vocalist? 
ARIANO: It has been a natural progres¬ 
sion for me. I released my first solo singing 
album back in 2007, and on the LD & Ari¬ 
ano debut album, there were a lot of singing 
on the hooks, so it has been very natural. 


Now that you and LD have committed to 
separate projects—you with your solo 
stuff and LD joining Sublime With Rome as 
their DJ—has that changed your artistic 
dynamic at all? 

Really nothing has changed by LD working 
with Sublime. We are all friends and con¬ 
nected musically. LD and I, when we are 
home, we are usually in the studio every 
day, working, recording, writing and plan¬ 
ning releases. Our last LD & Ariano show 
was in February; it was a packed house 
at Sutra [in Costa Mesa], and we still rock 
shows on a routine basis. 

What advice do you give hip-hop artists 
looking to break out of OC? 

The advice I would give to anybody young 
in this music game is to put your best 
material out there and take it out into the 
world—get on stages and give people your 
music physically. You will only limit yourself 
if you're only on the Internet in hopes to 
achieve a fan base. Even in this day and 
age, you still have to get out there and pass 
out promo CDs, stickers, iTunes cards, 
shirts, merchandise. Get on as many stages 
as possible and show people your heart. 

I still believe that good music will always 
prevail and get the attention it deserves if 
you don't give up. 

What's your main focus right now outside 
of touring? 

Right now, my main focus is The Collection: 
Volume One. It's a reflection and a col¬ 
lection of material from all of my solo and 
collaborative albums and standout singles. 
The first single off The Collection is the 
"Not Going Back" remix featuring Crooked 
I of Slaughterhouse and Shady Records. 

The second will be out in the next [month], 
and then the album will be released in Sep¬ 
tember. After that, look out for LD & Ariano 
to follow up with an album after my new 
project and LD's new solo album.

OC METAL BANDS 


A HANDFUL OF BANDS THAT HAVE ROCKED US THE 
HARDEST (NOT IN ORDER OF IMPORTANCE)

O range County is best known for its punk scene. With old-school bands such 

as Social Distortion, the Adolescents, Agent Orange and D.I., among countless 
others, one might not necessarily think of heavy metal when it comes to our 
native soundtrack and local history. Turns out, over the past 30 years or so, Orange 
County has been the birthplace of more than a few such bands, some still active, some 
gone but not forgotten. With that in mind, and in no particular order of importance, we 
offer this list. 


PHOBIA 

Did someone say Grindcore? Ah, 
yes, Phobia, OC’s original grind mas¬ 
ters, shredding eardrums since 1990. A 
band for the truly underground scene, 
they are known for abrasive, violent 
sociopolitical songs among extreme 
metal and crust punk aficionados. Over 
the years, the band have had a revolv¬ 
ing lineup, with too many members to 
list. Phobia still tour, pushing the limit 
with new music, including 2012’s Rem¬ 
nants of Filth. 

DYSTOPIA 

This is not a band for the weak 
of heart. Dark and depressing doesn’t 
even begin to describe them. Formed 
in OC in 1991, Dystopia make some 
of the vilest, sickest, most disgusting, 
hateful and haunting music you might 
ever hear. When the band broke up 
in 2008, the final lineup consisted of 
Todd Kiessling on bass and vocals, 
Dino Somese on drums, and Matt 
Parillo on guitars and vocals. They 
left behind a cult-like following of 
crust punks, doomheads and other 
metal/punk miscreants. Check out 
the punishing, mind-twisting album 
Human=Garbage (1994)—as well as 
their 2008 self-titled effort—to get a 
good feel for their sound. 

THROWDOWN 

Rising from the OC metalcore 
scene in the late ’90s, Throwdown 
have had members of Death By Ste¬ 
reo, Bleeding Through and Eighteen 
Visions (and many more) among its 


lineup at one point or another. Rather 
than regurgitate the same old chug¬ 
ging breakdowns, Throwdown slowly 
found their niche by embracing the 
heaviness, brutality and musicality of 
metal, evoking bands such as Machine- 
head, Pantera and Sepultura. Be sure to 
track down the band’s most recent four 
albums: 2003’s Haymaker, 2005’s Ven¬ 
detta, 2007’s Venom and Tears, and 
2009’s Deathless. 

LEATHERWOLF 

Who would have thought that in 
1981, a group of teenagers from Hun¬ 
tington Beach would form a band, or 
that more than three decades later, 
they’d still perform rustic, old-school 
power metal, akin to British sensations 
Iron Maiden and Judas Priest. Origi¬ 
nally playing alongside their peers in 
bands such as Slayer, Metal Church 
and even early Metallica, Leatherwolf 
are considered by many to be one of 
the most underrated metal bands from 
the ’80s. Part melodic speed metal, 
part new wave of British heavy metal, 
the band recorded their classic debut, 
Leatherwolf, in 1985 and Street Ready 
in 1989. After a brief hiatus, they are 
back—with original members Michael 
Oliveri (guitarist/singer) and drummer 
Dean Roberts. 

AVENGED SEVENFOLD 

Another band from Huntington 
Beach, Avenged Sevenfold arguably 
might be one of the most successful 
modern-metal, hard-rock bands to

0 STRYPER 

Who could forget Stryper? They 
are OC’s favorite—and first, if not 
only— Christian hard-rock/’80s hair- 
metal band. Original members Tim 
Gaines (bass), brothers Michael (gui¬ 
tar/vocals) and Robert (drums) Sweet, 
and Oz Fox (guitar) are best known for 
the powerful hit single “To Hell With 
the Devil,” off their classic 1986 glam- 
metal album of the same name. To date, 
the band have sold more than 10 mil¬ 
lion albums worldwide, and they con¬ 
tinue to tour and put out records. 

B WITCH 

Only true underground and old-school 
metal fans will know about Witch, another 
band out of Huntington Beach, born out of 
the early ’80s Southern California speed 
metal/glam metal scene. They have been 
forgotten by time, but fans are now nostalgic 
for their music and legendary live perfor¬ 
mances. Perhaps in a parallel universe, 
Witch are as big as Motley Crue. 

□ FU MANCHU 

Formed in San Clemente in 1985, out 
of the remains of the band Virulence, singer/ 
guitarist Scott Hill (now Fu Manchu’s only 
original member) and the band have evolved 
their sound to be more oriented toward 
bong hits and Black Sabbath than their 
previous hardcore-punk incarnation. With 
more than a dozen albums, they continue 
to tour around the U.S. and Europe for a fan 
base that includes stoners, rockers, punkers, 
skaters and metalheads alike. 

0 HIRAX 

Having formed in Cypress in the 
early 1980s, Hirax rose to prominence 
among the speed metal/thrash scene, 
playing early shows with bands such as 
Slayer, Exodus and Metallica in clubs 
across Southern California. By 1988, the 
band had broken up, leaving a legacy 
of thrash metal for underground fanat¬ 
ics. In 2000, lead singer Kayton D. Pena 
reformed the band with a completely dif¬ 
ferent lineup. They are insanely huge in 
Germany and Brazil. 


^IEN AND WOMAN 
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BLEEDING THROUGH 

Hardcore kids from the hard¬ 
core scene at heart, OC metalcore heroes 
Bleeding Through have endured more 
than one can imagine over the course of 
a career spanning more than 14 years. 
From former bands and lineup changes to 
severe illness and a near-tragic van acci¬ 
dent that got the band national attention, 
they have stayed true to their roots. But, 
what Bleeding Through bring to the table 
is an interpretation of hardcore or met¬ 
alcore using elements of death metal and 
symphonic black metal that many in the 
scene still try to replicate.

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Step Back to 
Old-Time SanTana 

Iconic watering hole the Quill Lounge is 
the dive that time forgot 


O ne Friday at the Quill in Santa 
Ana, a group of guys were gath¬ 
ered around the lone dartboard 
near midnight. The elderly bartender 
leaned over and hollered, "It works bet¬ 
ter if you put fucking money in it.” To 
which one guy replied, “We were just 
messing around!” 

“Fuckin’ right,” the bartender replied. 
This guy serves, speaks and swaggers 
as though he were John Wayne. He serves 
stiff and takes no bullshit, Pilgrim. I asked 
him to make me his specialty. “I don’t got 
a specialty,” he said. 

“Well, what are you known for, or what 
do you like to make?” I asked. 

“I’m known for arriving late and leav¬ 
ing early,” he said. One thing I know he’s 
good at is never letting a customer go dry. 
He has a new drink ready for you before 
you even get a chance to ask. 

Now, whenever I mention I review 
dive bars in Orange County, the Quill 
invariably comes up. People speak of it as 
though it’s a mythical place, and it’s held 
in the hearts of drunks from all over—not 
just the ones who live within stumbling 
distance. This love is partially because it’s 
the dive that time forgot. Relatively fancy 
for a dive, but tough. 

The Quill possesses an old-time flair 
with a dark element. It has had the same 
name since 1959 and owns one of the old¬ 
est liquor licenses in OC. The cash regis¬ 
ter is from 1944, and the back of the bar is 
lit by a classic green banker’s desk lamp. 
Ornately framed golden mirrors line one 
wall, beneath a high shelf holding antique 
books. It’s the kinda place where if you 
squint just right, you can see Frank Sina¬ 
tra smoking in one of the black-leather 
booths, drinking a Manhattan or Daniels

on the rocks. 

The decor 
may be relatively 
fancy for a dive, 
but don’t go in 
expecting any 
beers that a blue- 
collar grand¬ 
father hasn’t 
heard of—or 
any on draft, for 
that matter. The 
selection focuses on liquor, and there are 
even different styles of glasses for specific 
cocktails—fancy! 

The bathrooms aren’t identified by 
blue signs with white icons, but instead 
hand-painted wooden plaques reading, 
“Ladies” and, “Gentlemen.” 

Despite all these nice touches, what 
keeps this bar in the dive realm is the 
clientele, with its median age of 45; the 
exclusion of anything close to craft beer 
or liquor; its location in SanTana; the surly 
but loveable bartenders; and low lights. 
There’s a couple of smaller TVs and an 
Internet jukebox that consistently churns 
out good classic rock, blues and country. 

The younger guy who works there 
makes sure you’re consistently comfort¬ 
able, offering polite conversation and 
always ensuring your complimentary 
popcorn basket is full. Oh, and it isn’t 
the microwave crap; there’s a popcorn 
machine in the back corner. As nice as he 
is, he still knows how to dish with the old, 
salty types, and you’ve gotta have balls to 
work in a place like this.

INGREDIENTS: 


1/3 cup vegetable oil 

10 grams commercial-grade cannabis, 
finely ground 

3 tablespoons chopped green onion 
Juice of 1 small lime 
2 tablespoons apple cider vinegar 
2 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
3/4 cup tomato paste 


1 tablespoon minced garlic 

2 tablespoons dark brown sugar 
1/2 tablespoon chili powder 
Pinch of cayenne pepper 

1 tablespoon honey 
1/8 teaspoon ground ginger 

1/2 cup apricot nectar or pineapple or 
mango juice 


DIRECTIONS: 

In a Crock-Pot, combine oil, cannabis, green onion, lime juice, and 1 tablespoon of 
water and cook at no more than 200°F for at least 90 minutes -- the "keep warm" 
setting will probably do the trick. Add apple cider vinegar, Worcestershire sauce, soy 
sauce, tomato paste, garlic, dark brown sugar, chili powder, cayenne pepper, honey, 
ginger, apricot nectar, and 1/4 cup water. Mix well, and simmer very gently on the 
medium setting for an additional 35 to 45 minutes while stirring occasionally.
